Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 . 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
Ail business with the Patent or Trademarl^ Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarit Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademartt Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative and Examiners Shah & Jones 
conducted an interview to further prosecution by discussing the outstanding rejection based on Schneider et al. to at 
least independent claim 1. Specifically, the discussion was based around the portion of claim 1 that states "...dispense 
the bonus payout and not the currency payout to the user after the bonus payout has been determined in response to 
detecting a bonus payout dispensing selection by the user at the electronic gambling unit and to add the bonus payout 
to the available credit for the user at the gambling unit in response to not detecting the bonus payout dispensing 
selection...". The Examiner initially discussed how the claim language may be interpreted as alternative claim 
language, wherein only one of the two possible scenarios may happen, thus, if the bonus payout was added to the 
available credits, the limitation would be met. However, the Applicant's representative argued that since the controller 
is specifically programmed to have a user selection option, the "not detecting the bonus payout dispensing selection" 
cannot be equated to a machine just going from the bonus round straight to the payout, since there is no user selection 
within this situation. The Examiners then agreed to this characterization and further agreed the arguments filed in the 
recent amendment (7/3/06) are sufficient to overcome the obviousness rejection based on Schneider et al. Also, the 
specific user selection as claimed was pointed out by the Examiners as potentially allowable subject matter, pending 
an updated search and consideration, since the "user selection" is not contained within any cited prior art on the record 
to this point. For the record Schneider et al. does in fact disclose paying the bonus award straight to the player or 
adding it to the available credits, but does not teach or suggest a user selection to determine which of the two options 
to utilize. Therefore, the Examiner will update the search and get back to the Applicant's representative via the next 
action (either Allowance or Non-Final rejection). 
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
